WATER 


It  is  estimated  that  46$  of  the  dwelling  houses  in  the 
district  are  connected  to  water  mains;  standpipes  are  few. 

The  Council’s  schemes  for  extensions  of  piped  supplies 
progressed . 

101  water  samples  were  analysed;  45  were  unsatisfactory 
and  in  these  cases  steps  were  taken  to  obtain  a satisfactory 
supply. 


Samples  of  all  the  public  supplies  have  given 
satisfactory  results  on  analysis.

SCAVENGING 


The  Council  possesses  two  10  cubic  yard  Dennis  Refuse 
Collection  Vehicles,  and  refuse  collections  are  carried  out 
fortnightly  throughout  the  district,  with  the  exception  of 
a few  of  the  smaller  parishes  where  collections  are  made 
monthly.  Refuse  is  taken  to  a controlled  tip  at  Sherborne 
St.  John.
